the Gaelic reached Yokohama after 


a pleasant eleven days' voyage from 
Honolulu. We had not seen the sail or 
smoke of a solitary steamer during the 
trip until we were some miles up Yoko- 
hama bay 
Thiee miles from the city 


we tied to the quarautiue buoy, and 
soon after the Japanese health officers, 
four or five in number, came up in a 
trim little launch and boar Jed us. Just 
at present the officials are on the alert 
looking for the slightest symptom of 
the plague which has boon piev^lent in 
some of the Abuitic countries, and it 
they examine every incoming steamer as 
they did tho Gaelic, there ie not much 
dancer of any fevered subject stealing 
in on thorn. They lined up every man 
of the crew between the decks, fioui 
the naked coal heaver to tho chief offi- 
cer, who by the way is laid np with the 
mumps, and made every man of them 
who looked off color, show his tongue, 
the white of their eyes, and put tbeir 
ear to their beating heart. They com- 
pared the number of men presented to 
the number on the 8teampr'« list, and 
made a thorough examination, looking 
through tho ship from bow to atom. 
The cabin ptmonger^ were looked over, 
and after giving a clem bill, the 
offic- 


ials steamed away to tho next steamer 
in waiting. Long before thay wore off, 
tho hotel launches hail gathered close 
to the ship, and soon the Garlic moved 
her position several miles nearer the 
city and inside the brcukwator. 
Here 


over a hundred of all kinds of cratts 
fiom the launch to the sampan awaited 
us manned by as motley a lot of men as 
were seen. Allot the Hani), an creww 
were natives, the only clothing on most 
of them being a little btrip ivrouud their 
loins. Some ha'l ouoaly an undershirt, 
aud that was a brief one, while it was 
especially noticeable that no two were 
alike, save a low coolies who wore there 
to transfer the mailn. Soon as the com- 
panies' launch had tiel to the steam jr, 
these coolies and many others ranui

were the first to bo cared for, and then 
the passengers began to got to fahore as 
best they could. There are no wharves 
at Yokohama, sare one that runs nearly 
half a mile out, and that seemed to be 
utilized by other lines of steamships 
There were some over twenty steam- 
ships inside tho breakwater and on only 
two of them was the stars and stripes 
fioiting, and those were tbe Gaelic and 
a steamer of the same line under differ- 
ent management. They flew the flag on 
forward, while on the Gaelic's lemain 
ing masta were seen the O. & O S. S. 
Co. flag, the White Star flag, the U. S. 
Mail, and at the stern, the flag of Eng 
lann. We had hardly landed when we 
were beset by the jnmksha men. The 
"nkisha" as it is called for short, is 
something between a chaise and a per- 
amotaton, two wheeled. 
The 
man 


drops the shafts and you get in, and af- 
ter getting yonr destination, he starts 
off on a lively steady run. The know- 
ing ones fix the price before they en- 
gage the "rikisha," as it is liable to save 
them further trouble. Tea sens is the 
usual price, which in U. S. money 
means just one half. It's a novel ex- 
perience, this riding in one of the 
"rikishas." Yon see tho dark cordy legs 
of the men as the; start off and are sur- 
prised at the endurance they show. 
When they come to a steep hill, he sig- 
nifies his need of a helper who is every- 
where present and he is secured for five 
sens. The Japanese money I should 
gay right here, is valued just one half 
of the U. 8. money. 
The dollars are 


yens in paper, the silver ones being 
culled in, while the silver fractional 
are 50, 20, 10 and 5 sen 3 and one and 
two cents in copper. The "rikishas" 
men must number into the thousands 
as we found them everywhere soliciting 
patronage like the hacktnen do in our 
own home passenger stations. They 
wear a cock hat that looks like an in- 
verted butter bowl and are called Kasas 
iu Japanese. 
Th« "Rikisha" is one of 


the strong features of Japanese life. We 
' noticed many of tbe white-faced Anglo 
J Saxon were liberal patrons, and dressed 
in white, with the aama colored nm 
brelit, lined with green silk, over him, 
gave them an appearance of solid com- 
fort". 
After A w»8h np at tbe hotel, I 


called % "Rikiahft" and visited the po&t 
office, and when. 1 paid my mau, he 


tried to impress me that it was best to 
hire by tho hour or day \\ Inch was true. 
Later in the day in ndit.g out to the 
suburbs to make a call, I found 1 had 
used up two hours and paid him twenty 
wens which wa« ten cents in onr mone?, 
w Inch 1 thought was very cheap for tbe 
work ho did f jr me. One feature of my 
trip was that the more wo rode into the 
country as my host had told my m»n to 
do, the less tho natives cared for clothes. 
I arrived at a point wheie clotnes had 
been laid aside altogether, aud as I ha' 
seen enough of Japanese life, I ordered 
him to tarn around for home. In the 
evening went out again to dmnir with 
fiioLd's who reside there, and in return- 
ing late, I left the "nkisha" as we 
started on to go down a steep hill and 
walked along with my man, when near- 
ly to the foot, ho was eainest for me to 
return to the carriage, which I did. I 
lautiouod him to go slow, aud I guosb 
he misunderstood me, for he started up 
a.t a pace that made mo th'nk ol the ac 
cicleut

Everett fL\w.l up for me before I Iclt 
home. 
Wo worn going through one 


narrow strjft crowded with the Japs of 
all si/s 
11* and ages, and down hill. jWhcn 


it looked dangerous, ho gave a kind of 
a peculiar giuit and they stepped one 
side just 1:1 time to save being knocked 
down. First I thought I would jump 
out and taKe chances as ho would pay 
no attention to my cries of stop, and go 
slow, but after a while I closed my eyes 
every time danger threatened and I 
caiuo out unharmed. 
Yokohama has 


several leading streets that have names, 
but most of the blocks go by numbers*. 
Tlie residential or European part of the 
dty is known as The Bluffs, while the 
business pait is known as tho settle 
mont. For instance, my friends address 
was 4.5 Bluff, while the husband's busi 
ness was 42 Settlement, and the rikibha 
men knew where to go when I ga-,e my 
address. 
When I wont ashoro with mj 


miHBionniy fiieuds of the voyage, I 
fjuud our t.isks did not agree, aud a 
tac first oppoituui y I got lost from 
thfm and roamed by myself the re 
mainJer of tho day except such times as 
mentioned above. The location of the 
•first rmssion honsa in Japan did not in- 
terest me as much as to visit the Japs at 
noik or in the stores, and to see tho 
thousand and one phases of oriental 
life. 
Surpri->ing it %v4s indeed to see 


the many little Japanfse mothers, some 
of them seemingly not yet out of child- 
hood themtelves, with a tiny little 
Japanese baby strapped to their backs 
Both mother and child looked clean, 
tbe black smoothly combed hair of the 
former looking as if it had been dyed 
with the blackest color possible. In 
visiting the stores and learning the

think that the price is in Japanese, and 
it means just one half, but there is an 
end of buying e^en at that rafe. Cloth- 
ing is cheap and well it may be as they 
have only visitors who have any need of 
it. Many dajs could have been pleas- 
antly passed at Yokohama, and much 
more could be written of it, but the 
steamship was to sail at daylight foi 
Kobe, and until that time, the passen- 
gers were cornmg aboard by launch or 
sampan, tho latter being a long pointed 
boat worked by two men. 
We started 


out oa time but had hardly gono by the 
forts more than twenty miles away, be- 
fore Capt. Finch struck a severe storm 
and a rough sea. It was the sign of a 
typhoon outside, and we wisely turned 
back and anchored within ten miles of 
the city in smooth water. The sunshine 
inland gave no sign of the storm out- 
side that evt.n the captain considered it 
unsafe to tackle. The throwing of the 
steamer everyway gave cs the first idea 
of the real rough weather of the voyage. 
The Japs are building several large forts 
and fortresses in the harbor, and furth- 
er down the bay, as we steamed slowly 
in, several of the Japanese war ships 
were seen, and visible among them, was 
one of the same model as the U. S. 
squadron, and one of the two built 
by Cramps for the Japanese govern- 
ment. 1 musl not forget to speak of tbe 
hospitality extended by the American 
ladies of Yokohama to the soldier boys 
enroute home on transports from Man- 
ila who stop there. They raised $2205 
for tho entertainment, and it is still on. 


A large building was engaged on the 


water front.

yesterday, a lady well to do, took six- 
teen of the invalid boya to her home 
and had the satisfaction of seeing most 
of them go away improved, if not en- 
tirely well. When one realizes the 
many thousands of the soldiers who 
have stopped there, the amount of labor 
required to do this work may be appre- 
ciated. Six hundred barrels of ginger 
ale is on this boat for the soldiers at 
Manila, the freight clerk tells me. We 
lay at anchor five or six hours and, al- 
though the storm had not abated, tbe 
barometer hadnsen to a noriral condi- 
tion aud the Gaelic resumed her trip 
later in the afternoon of the day. Today 
the thirtieth of August, we h»vo been 
steaming by the southern shore of Japan 
only about a mile from the land, which 
we can plainly see as well as the coast- 
ing steamers and the many hundreds of 
fishing smacks that are between tis. We 
just passed the location of the wreck of 
the Turkish man-of-war a few years ago 
when so many lives were lost. They 
had run up against a typhoon. The Brit- 
ish Asiatic squadron, (14 ships in num- 
ber and including a few of the bigone<i,) 
WAS to have gone into Yokohama the 
day after we left, but as they came from 
the North we did not even get a glance 
at them. We had a rough night of it. 
We received our first real ideal of a 
storm at sea. The steam whistles toot- 
ed every minute, and we were thrown 
about as though the big steamer was a 
plaything for the elements. Through 
the glaas we could see the little hamlets 
with from a dozan to fifty little houses 
Jong tbe shjre lying in an occasional 
level between the everlasting ranges of 
mountains. 
The 
Yokohama papers 


spoke of Agninaldo's brother being 
there for a few days, and his appearance 
gave evidence that he was well supplied 
with money. We took a lot of passen- 
gers aboard at Yokaboma, mostly Eng- 
lish and from Shanghai and 
Hong 


Kong. They very loudly denounce tbe 
American press for their treatment of 
Hobsoo and speak of him as a modest, 
unassuming young man. Hobson \went 
over to Hong Kong on this very boat, 
and he certainly got tbe goHeu opinion 
of the officers and they use strong terms 
as to how his home people treated him. 
Shall be in Shanghai Sunday next, and 
should be at Hong Kong on Sept. 7. 
Must send letters ashore to Kobe for 
mailing. I have a large green cocoanat 
that I have kept from Honolulu, and 
how I wish I could drop it down on 
Torn Eatwiatlo'n desk. Will roach Kobe 


at 5 p. m. sailing again at 10 o'clock for 
Nagasaki.

lu»ro, comes of gooil stock. Hia father, 
Tfr. Jviius Yernans Dewey. \vns a ph.v- 
sician in Montpelier. Vt. Here George 
was born on Christmas night, 1837, and 
was christened a few day later i|j 
Christ Church, >\hich his father had 
fdumled. 


The tirst funeral ever held In this edi- 


fice was that of George Dewey's moth 
er, who died when he was a bay of ftv* 
years. It wns iu the Sunday-school ol 
Christ Church that young George was 
taught hie flrst lessons in the cate- 
chism, and here, too he was confirmed 
and admitted to fellowship in tht 
church in which he had been a constant 
worshipper all the days of the year? 
since passed. 
Dewey's Boyhood, 


HP grew up a manly, studious and 


frolicsome boy. Now that he has be- 
come famous everyone who knew him 
in his youth has a story or two to tell 
' Major Z. K. Pangborn. of Jersey 
City, N. J., when just out of college 
was teacher In a district school which 
Dewey attended. He tells of an at 
tempt that the future Admiral, with 
'two schoolboy friends, made to "HcL 
the teacher." But the teacher had a 
rawhide handy, and it was younp 
Dewey who %\ as soundly thrashed. But 
he stood it like a nun. while the othei 
boys tied. Dewey afterward said thai 
it was this thrashing that made a utat 
of him.

I bo 
lieve the plays wore mostly high trag 
edy, In which George always took 
prominent part. 


"I remember at one time the star a 
tress, a little girl of my own age. could 
not appear, and George called on mi 
to take her place. I was frightened nnc 
told him I could not think of a thin-; 
to say. He replied, 'Well, make it up 
as you go along, then. The perform 
ance must go on.' And the perform 
ance did go on to the end. 


George was very apt to get into trou- 


''ble with boys older than himself. He 
was always crazy to be around whors 
cannon were fired on festival days. 1 
remember one Fourth of July when he 
was eight years old, he was so anxious 
to be near a cannon that was being 
fired on the Common that his eyes wer^ 
blown full of powder, and it was, 
thought at the time that he would be 
'disfigured for life." 


At the IN aval Academy. 


He entered the Naval Academy Sept. 


23, 1854. He was then a slender young 
follow half man, half boy with rather 
high cheek Viones and a keen, quick 
eye—a Yankee through and through. 


Annapolis wan an ideal place for him. 


The discipline kept him within bounds, 
but 'did not forbid him fighting for his 
rights. Though not quarrelsome, he 
•promptly reseated insults, and while 
^*?W8Bl^ -rather study than fight, ho 
md-HOW equally well." 


The record shows that he fought 


more than one battle with his practiced 
flste, and once, at least the reckless 
•JWUWP^sJBie ^y "ho would not take 
ft oare broke loose In him and got the 
better ot bis judgment 
- It appears that on this occasion he 
wa*. challenged by a fellow cadet to a 
duel with pistols, and promptly accept- 
ed. The duel would certainly have 
been fought bad not some student in- 
formed an offcer of the day on which 
toe meeting was to take place.

returned to Annapolis to receive his 
Jlnal examination. 


When Tort Sumter was fired on 


Dewey was in Moutpelier. But he did 
not stay there. Just one week later, 
April 19, "1801. h«« was commissioned 
Lieutenant and assigned to duty on 
the sloop of Witr Mississippi, which 
Was destined to take an actiie part in 
the fierce fighting of tbe West Gulf 
squadron. . 
' 


In the C5vll War. 


His first great object lesson in naval 


warlare was the famous dash past 
Forts Jackson and St. Philip on the 
Mississippi River below New Orleans. 
The general operations of the fleer. 
however, do not concern us here, but In 
them the (raft on which Dewey was 
serving played a worthy and important 
part. 
: 


While attached to the North Atlantic 


Squadron Lieut. Dewey pftiticipated :u 
the famous attack on Fort Fisher. 
Here, as elsewhere, he did his full 
duty, but the story of thr battle la 
beyond the scope of this narrative. 


On March 3. 18G5. Lieut. Dewey A\ a* 


promoted to the rank of Lieutenaut- 


ommander, and assigned to duly on 
.he famous old sloop Kcarsarge, which 
arrled seven guus and had a tonnage 
of 1.031. 


Her overwhelming victory over Mie 
Confederate sloop-of-war Alabama at 
Cherbourg was still fitrt.h in the history, 
of the navy, and Dewey was delighted 
to tread the decks of the stanch craft. 


At the close of t,he war he was trans- 


ferred to the steam frigate Colorado, 
the flagship of the European squadron. 


"Those who eniised under him.' says 


a well-known writer, "while he was 
with the European squadron, say he 
WOK one of the kindest officers to the 
men forward who ever commanded a 
ship. They speak of his tenderness 
of heart, of his reluctance to punish 
petty offenders, and of his toleratior 
for the countless harmless peccadillos 
which a sailor-man may be guilty of 
At the same time he maintained abso 
lute discipline aboard, ami to serloui 
offenders he was n terror. He deuplson 
a liar. 


"No sailor ever lost by owning up 


frankly to a.fault and throwing himself 
ou Dewej's uiercj. Ho might be ben 
teucecl iu accordance with the regula- 
tions, but the cham-es were that lit! 
would be released from the brii; before 
his sentence wa<r half worked out. So 
It came about that Dewey's men liked 
him and respected him. No skipper 
ever commanded more loyal crews '• 


It is relufed that ou one of his cruises 


a potty ofllcer'weut ashore at Glbraltai 
and came back the worse for liquor. 
He was brought before- Dewey at tVo 
mast next morning and began to tell 
a story about being 111. Dewey stopped 
him short. 


"You 
arc lying," he said so-\erely. 


"You were very drunk. I heard you 
myself. I will not have my men lie to 
me. I don't ask them not to driuk, but 
I do expect them to tell the truth. It 
you had told me frankly you had tak- 
en a drop too much on liberty, you 
would have been for\\nid by this time, 
for you returned to ship Rut for lying 
yon got ton da>s in irons. Let mu 
have the truth herc.ilter. I am told 
you are a good seaman. A good sea- 
man has no business tolling lies." 


John L. Voimanl, now a commander, 


was aUins ensign on the Colorado 
with Dewey, who was lieutenant-com- 
mander and in charge ot" the ship. II3 
savs of him: 


"He N\as smarter than chain light- 


ning, quick, passionate, and always de 
nmndod peifect discipline of his men. 
He never would hsue a drunkard near 
him. 
and any man found in the least 


bit Intoxicated aboard ship was dealt 
with in the severest manner. Always 
kind-hearted. Dewey was respected, 
not only by his superiors, but by the 
men under him." 


Lieutenant-Commander Dewey was 


ordered home from the European sta- 
tion early in 18(!7. and was assigned 
to duty at the Kittery Navy Yard, at 
Portsmouth. New Hampshire. He was 
then thirty years of age. a handsome 
and popular young officer, and a wei- 
come visitor In the homes of those old- 
fashioned and highly-cultured families 
which made up the somewhat exelushe 
society of the place, and which do to 
day. not only in Portsmouth, but iu 
Xewbnryport and Salem and all aloug 
the "North Shore." 


Ills Marriage. 


While in Portsmouth he first met the 


young v oman who captured his heart, 
anil whom he married. Oct.. 24. 18G7. 
She v.is Miss Susan B. Goodwin, a 
dauahtei of Iclmbod Goodwin, the War 
Governor of New Hampshire, ami 
known Tar and wide as "Fighting Gov- 
ernor Goodwin.'' Iu his way. Governor 
Goodwin was a popular hero in th« 
early days of the Civil War. Like 
many another of the "war governors' 
of the North. Ichabod Goodwin was 
an old-school Democrat of the Jackson 
stripe. 


The wedding of the young lieuten- 


ant-commander 
and the 
governor's 


daughter was followed by a reception 
held at the Goodwin homestead, whlcli 
is stlU -standing on one of tbe quiet, 
elm-shaded streets of Portsmouth, and 
occupied by members of the Goodwin 
family. 


Shortly after the marriage Dewey 


wns assigned for dnt> at the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis. Two years 
l.vttr he was placed in command of th-j 
Narratransett. and on April 13. 1872, he 
was promoted to the rank of com- 
mnnder. 


Then came the great sorrow of the 


young oflicer's career. The young wife 
was spending a summer in Newport, 
and propiirntl.>n& wore l>eing made for 
an event which it wns hoped would 
.crown with Joy their wedded life. A 
non wa< iwrn December 23d, but sonu? 
rtrty* later, on December 28th. the 
mother died. Thr !,oy was christened 
Ueorge tio»dwlu. In honor of uli grand* 


father, and grew to TfgonMi* manhood. 


The death of bit wife wan a sad blow 
to the brave young eeinmand'w, aod lilt* 
winter In authority for the wUteuient 
that he felt MM If in no little measure 
bin career bad eud«d at the grave of 
hln wife. 


Early In 1873 be nailed ax commander 


of the NarragauHett for the Paclti" 
coast, where he was engaged in mak- 
ing surveys until 1870. Then be wns 
recalled to Washington to he made n 
lighthouse Inspector, and biter tbe s«'c- 
ritary of tbe lighthouse board. H" 
commanded the Juulata on*the Asiat'.; 
station in 1882 83. and ou the 27th of 
September, 1884. was made a captain 
of the four new vessels which formed 
the original "white squadron." 


In 1885 Captain Dewey was commis- 


sioned the commander of the Penan 
cola, the flagship of the European 
squadron. 


One interesting story Is told of him 


while in command of that vessel. 
While the boat was at Malta a number 
of sailors went .ashore and engaged in 
a street brawl. An alarm was turned 
iu, but the navies succeeded In escap- 
ing to their ships. The next morning 
the captain of the port came out to 
the Pensacola to complain to Captain j 
Dewey of the action of the sailors. 


"What can I do?" asked Dewey. 
"Why, your men raised a riot on 


shore, and you cau assist me in arrest- 
ing and punishing them," was the re- 
ply. 


The American captain was very 


courteous In the expression of regret 
that sailors ot the Pensaoola should 
he lawless while on shore leave, but 
could see no way In which he might 
nssist his visitor in searching out the 
cuilty ones. 


The replj of the naval officer anger- 


ed the redcoat, who said, somewhat 
peremptorily: "You certainly can pur 
nde your crew before me in oidei that | 
the riotors may be identified." 


Looking aloft ami pointing to the 


Stais and Stripes waving at the mast- 
head, Dewey made the reply. "Tno 
deck of this vessel is Uujted States ter 
rltory. and I'll parade my men for no 
foreigner that ever drew breath." 


The energy and ability of Captain 


Dewey to complete and carry out auv 
navy matter Involving detail and pa- 
tience, was early recognized by the 
Navy Dopaitmeut. It was oiol surpris 
ing. In view of his attainments, that he 
was appointed in 18S8 chief of the 
buteau of equipment and recruiting. 


His Social Side. 


The position carried with it the rank 


of commodore, although Captain Dew- 
ey was not promoted to that rauk until 
February 28. 1SOG. As chief of this 
Important bureau he soon became 
known for his thoroughness, uqutuess 


<ary to t*v* • teg Mk*r to r*tt*Y« 
aim at oac*. aid tbe detail wan be- 
tween Cowniodw* Howell and Com. 
tuodore Dewey. Both wanted tb# com- 
mand of tbe Kuropeau station, wbent 
Self ridge was due to be detached early 
In the new year. Dewey was enpeclal; 
l\ anxious for tbe command, but Com- 
niodore lloweli Huceeeded In securing 
the billet 
Iu Command of the Asiatic Squadron. 


There were new meu and n«w blood 


In the omee of the Secretary of the 
Navy about this time, aud no less a 
person than Theodore Roosevelt, then 
assistant secretary, was an Important 
factor In the placing of suitable officer* 
for Important stations In the navy. 
When the naval council looked about 
for a man to take command of the 
Asiatic squadron, Mr. Roosevelt named 
George Dewey. 


"Dewey!" exclaimed one of he board 


who knew the sailor well. "Dewey Is 
a dude." 


"What of It?" demanded Roosevelt. 
"Why. you are the last man I should 


expect to want to advance a dude." 


"I didn't want to advance him." said 


Mr. Roosevelt. "I'll leave that to you 
afterward. AH I want Is a man over 
there, some fellow who will fight and 
make war. I don't care what kind of 
a collar he wears: that Is, so long that 
It is some kind of a linen collar." 
It so happened that the council had 


not done many of the things Mr. Roose- 
velt had advocated In tbe Atlantic 
Ocean, so they gave him his way in the 
Pacific. 
He got Dewey the appoint- 


ment. 
Dewey objected. 
However, 


since Mr. Roosevelt had not procured 
the billet for him because they were 
friends, but because he hoped to see 
more than one Spanish fleet destroyed, 
he made Dewey go. 


Commodore Dewey reached Hon^ 


Kong an soon as steam could carrv 
him. 
He taised his flag on the Olympiu 


ou Januaiy 3. 


On April 24, 1808, the Queen of Spain 


declared war against the United States 
In a proclamation regarding treaties 
rights of ueuhnls and pilvateeiiujj, aii'l 
on April 2-~ the AmerUau Congress <!» 
dared that war commenced on April'il. 


The Pacific fleet under Commodor-1 


Dewey, had been anchored iu the bay 
at Hone Kong awaiting Instruction*, 
from Washington. Immediately after 
the Congress had declared war tele- 
graphic orders to capture or destroy 
the formidable Spanish fleet, then as 
sembled at Manila, was sent to Com- 
tnotloie Dewev. 
These orders had 


hardly been Issued when Great Britain 
issued a proclamation of neutrality, the 
terms of which compelled him to talre 
his squadron away from Hong Kong, 
n British port, within twenty-four 
hours. Accordingly lie took his ships 
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of method, promptness and (•ff.ectiv:- 
ness. His unfailing courtChj to thoeh 
with whom he came in contact addci' 
largely to bis popularity, both m and 
out of the depai tmeut. Always a sen 
tleman, George Dewey met his tellov*> 
as such, and no man in Washington 
stood higher in the estimation of of- 
ficials and citizens. 


After serving four years as chief of 


the bureau of equipment he was airabi 
made a member of the lighthouse l.oanl 
in 1893. He received his fommUsinii 
as commodore on February 28, 18!>': 
and at about the same ilrae was made 
president of the board of inspection 
aud survey. This place he held until 
he was placet! in couimnml of tin. 
Asiatic station in January. 189S 


During his life in Washington as an 


officer ou duty at the Navy Department 
he was known as the best dressed man 
in the ser\ ice. 
v A newspaper writer 


who drew n pen picture of the commo- 
dore in ISiVT, had this to say of him- 
"He is of medium height, and slender, 
with the just the suspicion of a stoop. 
His dark eyes are larae and piercing, 
his face has the clearcut finnne<«« ot 
the man of the world 
His dress is im 


maculate and always in the mode. Ho j 
is a clubman, and likes society, but he 
Is not a story-teller or a wit. He is 
rather a well-bred gentleman v ho has 
seen much of the world, and who com- 
bines a fondness for the company of 
his fellows with a gentleman's reserv- 
and poise." 
He became known at this time to 


the people and the press as a man who 
carried out the demands of his nature 
and training for trimnoss an;l accuracy 
to the very verge of the Beau Brum 
mellstic in dress. If a drumhead court- 
martial had been a Washington penal- 
ty for being caught In afternoon cos- 
tume after (» P. M., he could not have 
been more punctual In doninj; evening 
costume. It was said of him that tbe 
crt'flses of his trousers were ever ns 
well defined as his views on naval war- 
fare. He was a bit of a dandy, it may 
be acknowledged, but withal a gen- 
tleman, a brave sailor and an efficient 
officer 


During the summer of 1807 he found 


his health failing, and upon the urgent 
advice of his friends he concluded to 
apply for a command at sen, as he had 
been" on shore duty so many years, ami 
the argument that a cruise would bone- 
fit him met with his approval. At that 
time there was merely a remote pos- 
sibility of a wnr with Spain, and with 
this possibility in mind Commodore 
Dewoy bad no desire of being placed 
In command of the Asiatic station. 
When, therefore. Commander F. V. 
McNnlr \vas detnclwl from his coir- 
mand and ordered home, it was uccc* 


to Mirs Bay, n Chinese port, a few 
miles away where he continued the 
preparations for battle which he had 
begun at Hong Kong. These prepara- 
tions < ompleted, on April 2~ Commo- 
dore De\\ ey set fall for Manila with his 
Beet. 


Commodore Dewey had 
carefully 


trained his vessels in electric light sig- 
naling. He had for years been particu- 
larly interested in this branch of naval 
tactics, as he had been at the head of 
the naval commission which authorized 
and formulated the method and code. 
At a trial ot signals the m^ht before 
he s-ailed the electric light signals from 
the Hags-hip weie answered almost in- 
stantaneou«ly fiorn the other ships, an- 
chored at various distances aud in vari- 
ous directious. 


The command of the vessels were as 


follows- 
The flagship Olympia. com- 


manded by Captain Charles Vernon 
Grldley: the Baltimore, commanded by 
Captain Nehemiah M. Dyer; the Ra- 
hiuh. commanded by Captain Joseph 
B. Coghlan; the Boston, commanded by 
Captain Frame Wildes,: the Concord, 
commanded by Commodore Asa Walt- 
er, and the Petrel, commanded by 
Commander Edward P. Wood. 


In Manila Waters. 


The Spanish fleet was supposed by 


Commodore 
Dewey to be cruising 


somewhere in Manila waters, or possl 
bly at anchor In the bay, awaiting the 
approach of the Americans. The Span 
ish vessels were under (Ommaml of Ad- 
miral Montojo. 


In order that the reader may better 


understand the movements of the 
American fleet in approaching and en- 
tering the Bay of Manila, it may be 
well to give briefly these geographical 
and statistical facts: 
The Philipine 


Islands are a part of the Malay Archi- 
pelago. 
Next to Cuba they were 


Spain's most valuable colonial posses- 
sion. In all there are about 1.200 Isl- 
ands in the group, the principal of 
which Is Luzon, on which Manila is sit- 
uated. This total area is about 115.ROC 
square miles, and the total population is 
estimated to be alwnit r.,000,000. 


The Bay of Manila, which was to be- 


come famous in American history, 
measures about 120 miles in its peri- 
phery and Is oval In form. The city 
proper of Manila forms the segment of 
a circle between the shore of the bay 
and the River Pasig. It consists of a 
group of forts, convents and adminis- 
trative buildings. It is surrounded by 
lofty walls and connected with th« 
co'nmercUil part of the community on 
the othei Hide of the river by two.fine 
bridges. The site of the fortified town 
wan chosen In U71 bv Lopcy, d« !.«'• 


. as the- futuic capital of the Span- 


„—ftthtlftitlrtte*. 
haa uutuenHM iBbortw, eiteftdiag 


ov«>r htlMttda Ik tke bay. Manila Is a 
btmtllitr port U4 m bay forum ao «•.«• 
eelleut natural barber. At a trade etit- 
tr« It rank* with Cttatta and Batarla. 
As U U the chief port IB the Philippinei 
all the products of the Island naturally 
flow there, nnd a great number of ves- 
sels visit Its harbor. 


Cav Ite Is a fortified town on the bay. 


about ten miles south of Manila. The 
entire town lias a population of over 
5,000. but Iu the fortified part there art 
not more than 000 Inhabitants. Th« 
city i* the capital of the province of 
the same niue. At Cavlte there was 
nn arsenal, and the residence of the 
Governor of the province was situated 
there. The place was the chief nnval 
depot of tbi> Spanish itoEtesslous in th:it 
part of the world. In the narrows at 
the entrance of the bay is the Island 
of Corregldor. 


When the American fleet sailed from 


Hong Kong on April 27, the Informa- 
tion was at once cabled to Manila, and, 
despite all the authorities could do to 
prevent it, the news was soon known 
throughout the Island. Many of th» 
better class Imedlately hurried aboard 
merchant vessels, with their valuable-, 
and fled. The residents left behind 
took no courage from the confident 
boastings of the Spanish army nnd 
navy officers, but gave way to panic. 
The RpnnlRh authorities knew that the 
American fleet would be almost certain 
to arrive In the evening of Saturday. 


Meanwhile the Spanish fleet had 


been cruising about the entrance to 
the bay for the purpose of meeting and 
destroying "the cowardly Yankee 
pigs." Late on Saturday afternoon the 
fleet was recalled, and Admiral Mou- 
tojo's vessels were lined up seven milen 
down the bay from Manila, at Cavlte. 
where the arsenal, dry docks and nav al 
workshops were defended by a line of 
earthworks. 
These works had been 


greatly strengthened by the addition of 
several modern guns. They were re- 
garded as very formidable by the Span- 
ish military engineers. The fort on 
Corregldor Island, the battery on Cn- 
bnllo Island, nnd the works to the north 
and south were all In readiness, ntnl 
mines guarded both channels, prepared 
to blow up each American ship as It 
passed. 


Preparing for Battle. 


Early on this Saturday evening of 


April 30, (after a remarkably quick 
passage from Mlrs Bay. Commodore 
Dewey sighted Corresjldor Island at the 
entrance of the Uay of Manila. Cor- 
regldor vvas known to him to be well 
fortified, but he resolved to enter the 
buy at once. It was now 10 o'clock, 
nud a full moon was shining. With 
all lights out the squadron steamed In- 
to the bay. with the crew at the guns. 
This was the order of the squadron, 
which was kept during the whole time 
of the first battle. The flagship, Olym- 
pia, 
the Baltimore, the Raleigh, the 


Petrel, the Concord, the Boston. Not 
until toward morning, when tho flag- 
ship was a mile beyond Corregldor Isl- 
and, was a gun fired. Then one heavy 
shot went screaming over the Raleigh 
aud the Olympia. 1'ollawod by a second, 
which fell further astern. The Raleigh, 
Concord and Boston replied, the Con- 
cord's shells exploding apparently in- 
side the shore battery, which was si- 
lenced. 


In Manila and alone: shore conster- 


nation prevailed among the Inhabitants, 
the first shots having aroused the popu- 
lation to a wondrous pitch of excite- 
ment. Terror reigned during the night 
in the oliy. Tho women and the chil- 
dren fled to the churches, while the 
men rushed to and fro in tho streets. 
Dismay seized upon the Spanish sol- 
diers, who had not believed tlmt the 
Americans could ever pass the entrance 
batteries and mines. Long before dawn 
the panic became a frenzy, because, of 
the report that came from the interior 
of the island that the natives were 
massing for a descent upon the city, a 
pillnge and a massacre. 
When day 


broke the tens of thousands watching 
ou all sales of' the vnst harbor saw the 
enemy in line of battle about ten miles 
out, directly in front of Manila. 


From the deck of the Olympia Com- 


modore Dewey first .'l^hted the Spanish 
squadron off Cavite. Admiral Monto- 
jo's flag was flying on the protected 
cruiser Reina Cristlns. The cruiser 
Castllla was moored ahead, and astern 
on the port battery and to seaward 
were the Don Juan de Austria. Don 
Antonio de Ulloa, Isla de Cuba, Isla de 
Luzon. Quiros, Marquis del Onero and 
General Lezo. The Vnltecl States ships 
moved to the attack injine ahead, with 
a speed of eisht knots, first passing in 
front of Manila* where the action was 
begun by three batteries, mounting 
guns powerful enough to send a shell 
a distance of five miles. The Cor.- 
cord's guns replied to these batteries 
with two shots. 


Manila Tiikfii. 


At daybreak, as the fleet neared Ca- 


vite, two submarine mines exploded 
just ahead of the flagship. The Olym- 
pia never faltered In her course. Com 
inodore Dewey, who was on the deck 
with Captain Gridley, remembered Ad- 
miral Farragut's experience with tor- 
pedoes at Mablle Bay, and signaled his 
ships to never mind the torpedoes, but 
to steer straight ahead. 


The real battle began a few minute? 


later. The shore batteries commenced 
simultaneously with the shots from 
the Spanish fleet. The heat was In- 
tense. 
A boatswain's mate cried 


hoarsely, "Remember the Maine," and 
the cry was echoed by five hundred 
men at the guns on the American ves- 
sels. The Olympia, leading tbe way, 
steered for the centre of the Spanish 
fleet. It was now nearly 7 o'clock In 
the morning. The Spanish fleet faced 
their enemy, flanked by tbe Cavite bat- 
teries on the south. 


Admiral Dewey, cool-headed, clear- 


eyed\ firm, determined, gave the com- 
mander of the flagship the order to 
commence firing in six brief words that 
will g'o down through nil the ages ns 
one of the Immortal comands of naval 
history. Those were Dewey's words: 


"You may tire. Grldley, when ready." 
There were several sharp cracks, 


then a succession of deafening roars, 
and soon a cloud of smoke lay close 
upon the waters. The American ships 
were moving slowly, flames leaping 
from the Spanish ships. From the fact 
that the American ships were alter 
natcly advancing and retreating In tbe 
course of thoir mnnctivlng, the people 
on shore were under the Impression 
Unit the Yankees were being beaten.

, turned to tbe attack, tbe Spanish Ad* 
mlral was seen to transfer hit Bid 


i from the burning Orlstlca to the I«l& 
de Cuba. 
Soon after the American 
ttre was renewed, the Cuba also burst 
! into 8amt>H, and with two of their fln- 
est warship* a maw of fire, coufoslou 
followed among the Spaniards. Shriek* 
and groans from the wounded filled the 
air. while ou each vessel tbe decks wero 
slippery with blood. 


"The Americans." wrote a press cor- 


respondent, "now pressed their advan- 
tage and poured a heavy tire into the 
sinking ships. At this juncture the Don 
Tuan de Austria became the centre of 
nterest. She had been in the very front 
of tbe battle, and bad received perhapw 
more of tbe American shots than any 
other. Admiral Montojo, on the burn- 
Ing Cuba, threw up his arms with a 
gesture of dispalr as a heavy roar camn 
from the Austria, and part of her deck 
flew up In the air, taking with it scores 
of dead and dying and mangled. A 
shot had set off one of her magazines. 
She wns ruined and sinking. Her crew 
refused to leave her. Weeping, curs- 
ing, praying, firing madly and blindly, 
they went down wltb her. As the Dim 
Juan went down the Castllla burst into 
flames. The remainder of the Spanish 
fleet now turned and fled down the nar- 
row Isle behind Cnvlte. Several of ll'e 
gunboats were run ashore, while other* 
fled up a small creek and were ground- 
ed there." 


At half-past eleven the Americans 


had silenced the batteries of Cavite, 
tnd rlngiUK cheers ofime from tbe ex- 
hausted but triumphant crews of Dew- 
ey's vessel's. The great battle of Ma- 
nila Bay wan won. and to American 


roes was added the name of George 


Dewey, who had forced his way 
Hirough forts and over mines Into the 
heart ol' a hostile harbor, far from sup- 
plies and reinforcement, and fought 
with success the flrct great engagement 
of Iron-dads In the history of the 
world. 


In the afternoon the British consul 


went out to the Olympia ami asked 
that Manila he not bombarded. Com- 
modore Dewey sent word ashore that 
he sorely would bombard Manila at 
dawn of Monday unless the Spaniards 
surrendered all of their torpedoes, all 
their guus and gave him control of the 
telegraph nnd cable wires. This mes- 
sage wns delivered by the-Britlsh con- 
sul to Captain-General August! at S 
o'clock on Sunday ulght. His answer 
was a prompt, utter refusal. Commo- 
dore Dewey took him at bin word, and 
during the night prepared his phi OH 
for the Important events that the morn- 
ing would bring forth. 


Effect of Modern Wurfure. 


The dny of the fight had been a per- 


fectly beautiful Sunday, an Ideal first 
of May. Tho sky was clear, the nun 
pouring down Us scorching rays, and 
the bay was like a large, blue lagoon. 
As the sun sank down In the wset It 
showed up the poor, battered hulls nnd 
withered funnels and masts of the 
Spanish ships. "Far away on Baccot' 
shore," said a press corespondent, "tho 
Isla do Mindanao sent up a huge col- 
umn of smoke, broken from time to 
time by myriads of sparks and lone; 
tongues of fln me. as bulkhead after 
bulkhead collapsed and the fire spread 
from stem to stern. 
At Cavite I he 


wooden hull of the old Castllla burned 
JUKI smouldered Ions into the nighi. 
sending up Into the midnight air a lurid 
glare. The gradual destruction of the 
arsenal was a long drawn out hories of 
pyrotechnics.

variously stated. As far ns known a 
fair estimate places the Spanish lossosj 
at 400 dead and about 600 wounde.u 
It is due to the Spaniards to say th f 
they fought and died bravely.

mlral Mantojo displayed his own goi^l 
qualities as a tighter nnd a commai 
er, when, on finding the Americans v 
torious he considered it useless 
further expose the'lives of his men. am 
gave the order to "scuttle and nbnn 
don." None of the Spanish ships strne-. 
their colors. All went down with thc- 
proud flag of Castile flying at the main. 


The subsequent developments nt Ma- 


nila, the evacuation of Cavite, the cap- 
ture of a belated Spanish revenue cut- 
ter and the final fall of Manila requires 
too ranch space for detail. 


The Senate of the United States on 


February 13, 1899, took the flrst step 
toward rewarding Admiral Dewey for 
his victory in Manila Bay on May 1, 
Mr. Hale, Chairman of the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, favorably reported a 
bill creating an Admiral of the Navy, 
and it was passed without a dissenting 
vote. 


The bill was duly passed by the 


House, aud President McKlnley ap- 
pointed George Dewey Admiral of tbe 
United States Navy. The Admiral'* 
pay was thus increased from $6,000 to 
$13,000 per year, and he will be per- 
mitted to remain on tbe active list a» 
long as be desire*. ID addition to tbi; 
pecuniary advancement, he Is aim 
made equal in rank to any navy com- 
mander, and will thus bo able to de- 
mand that proper respect be paid to 
him. 
The career of George Dewey in tbe 


navy, from a cadet at Annapolis to Ad- 
miral at Manila, is a remarkable one, 
and worthy to be written among th* 
most inspiring page* of American his* 
tory.

ington, Adams, Jeffeison and the re- 
mainder of the range Is vividly im- 
pressed upon one's mmd. Aud now at 
Crawford's we get the first sight of the 
most renowned mountain pass in the 
world. 


The railroad cuts through the notch 


and winds along the side of the moun- 
tains hundreds of feet above the valley, 
and in crossing the ravines and gulches 
great bridges and trestles like Franken- 
stein and "Willey Brook bridge are some 
of the engineering feats necessitated. 


The foliage of the Notch is at its lin- 


est now, for the frosts of tbe past week 
have worked wonderful changes aud the 
ciost brilliant and delicate of tints have 
replaced the somber green.

Her Majesty's Government Ezorou- 
^^Slocere Regret That the South 


African Republic Refute* Terms. 
Further Discussion Declared to 
Be Uncle**. 


London, Sept. 20.—The text of two 
despatches sent to Sir Alfred M liner 
after udjouruuieut of the cabinet meet- 
lug has bwn issued simultaneously. 
The flrst.of these acknowledges the re- 
ceipt of the Transvaal's reply to Col- 
onial Secretary Chamberlain's note of 
Sept. 8 and answers the reply thus: 


"The offer made by her Majesty's 


Government was moderate and con- 
ciliatory, and they have to express pro- 
found regret that the reply of the 
South African Republic is a refusal to 
accept it. 


"Her Majesty's Government have on 


more than one occasion repeated assur- 
ances that they have no desire TO in- 
terfere in any way with the indepen- 
dence of the South African Republic, 
provided that the conditions upon 
\\ hlch it was granted be honorably ob- 
served, both iu spirit and letter. 


"They have not asserted any rights 


of interference in the affairs of the 
republic other than those derived from 
the conventions between the. two coun- 
tries, or those which belong to every 
neighboring government and especially 
to one which has largely predominant 
interest is in adjacent territories for 
the protection of its subjects and its 
adjoining possessions. But < they have 
been compelled by the action of the 
South African Republic, which, in its 
note of May 9, asserted the right of the 
republic to be a so\ crcigu international 
state. 


"Absolutely to deny and repudiate 


this claim was the object which Her 
Majesty's Government had iu view in 
the recent negotiations, and has been 
stated in a manner which cannot admit 
of misapprehension, viz: To obtain 
such substantial and immediate repre- 
sentation for the Ultlauders as Her 
Majesty's Government hoped would re- 
lieve them of any necessity for fuither 
Interference in their behalf, and enable 
the Uitlandei-H to secme for themselves 
that fair and just treatment which 
was formerly promised them in 1881, 
and which Her Majesty Intended to se- 
cure for them when she granted the 
privilege of self-government to the in- 
habitants of the Transvaal. 


'•The refusal of the Government of 


the South African Republic to enter- 
tain the offer thus made, coming at 
the end of nearly four months' pro- 
tracted negotiations, themselves the 
climax of an agitation extending over 
a period of more than live years, makes 
it useless further to pursue the discus- 
sion on the lines hitherto followed, and 
Her Majesty's go\ eminent are now 
compelled to consider the situation 
afresh and formulate their own propos-t 
als for the settlement of the issues 
which have boon created in South 
Africa by the policy which has been 
constantly followed "for many years by 
to government of the South * African 
Republic. They will communicate the 
result."

patch wns forwarded directing Sir Al- 
fred Milner to communicate to the 
South African Republic that: 


"Her 
Majesty's government cannot 


pass 01 er in silence 
(lie- charge of

retary of Stale of the South African 
Republic and forwarded iu your tele- 
gram of September 10."

Why the Sky In Blue. 


The explanation of the blue color of 


the sky, as given by A. H. Thiessen, la 
that as the observer looks into space 
hla line is intercepted by a multitude of 
particles of dust floating in the air. 
The reason these particles appear to 
be blue is that they reflect to the eye 
the blue rays against which they form 
an effective barrier, while the red or 
coarser-waved rays pass on. That the 
dust reflects back only the blue rays is 
due to their microscopic size. The finer 
the dust, the purer is the blue which is 
reflected or scattered. The bluest skies, 
therefore, are seen in places where the 
dust particles are smallest; the blue of 
the sky, as viewed from the tops of 
mountains, is deeper and purer than 
that seen from a lower altitude. This 
is due to the fact that the air is very 
rare at great heights and can only sus- 
tain the finer particles of dust, while 
the coarser particles abound in the low- 
er levels. 
The intensity of the blue 


sky for which Italy is noted is not 
owing to the existence of finer dust 
than in northrn countries, but to the 
fact that in the northern latitudes, in 
consequence of the greater coolness of 
the air, the vapor more readily con- 
denses upon the dust particles. These 
particles thus become larger and less 
effective m turning back the blue ray_s 
alone. It follows 'that other raya are 
reflected, and a grayish effect is pro- 
duced. When the sky forms a back- 
ground for white cumulus clouds, ft 
appears to be bluer by the contrast than 
it otheiwise would, and after a shower, 
when the lower stratum of air is wash- 
ed of its coarse dust particles, the re- 
sult is a deeper and paler blue. The 
reason the reds are prominent at sun- 
set is that then the dust particles are 
between the sun and the observer, and 
the blues are reflected away from him, 
while the reds pass unobstructed to his 
eye.
